REMARKABLE EARLY GALWAY RELIQUARY, in the form of a 
diptych of oblong shape with domed top, the outside borders 
engraved with interlaced straps and different leaf patterns 
between rope edges. Attached to the top is a clasp with ring for 
the suspension of the reliquary, and there is a small lozenge-shaped 
shield engraved with a coat-of-arms which may have formed 
part of the clasp, but now is separate. The exterior is engraved 
in the corners with flowers and on one side with the figure of 
Christ crucified on a vine, surrounded by an inscription ‘“‘ QUID

not done). On the other side a figure of S. Peter in penitence, 
with a cock in the background and two keys and an open book 
before him, surrounded by an inscription, ‘““AN MIRUM EX

flood flows from my eyes—see also S. Matthew XXVI wv. 74-75). 
The interior with partitions for relics ; it formerly contained a 
wax medallion, which we have seen, of Pope Innocent XII

This interesting object, the only one of its kind known to exist, 
is a personal or private Reliquary—as opposed to the larger 
examples used for ceremonials—and was worn by either priest 
or private individual (see Lee’s “ Glossary of Liturgical and 
Ecclesiastical Terms ’’, pp. 323 to 326). 

The arms on the small shield are those of the old Galway family 
of Martyn of Tulira, one of the so-called “ twelve tribes’ of 
Galway, and the reliquary no doubt belonged either to Oliver 
Martyn of Tulira (M.P. for Galway 1689) or to his son Richard 
(d. 1740). It comes to the present owner in the female line, 
through her mother, who was a Lynch ; her grandmother was a 
Miss Wilson of Belvoir, Co. Clare, and married a Lynch of 
Duras. Her great-grandmother was a Lambert of Creg Clare, 
whose mother, Margaret Browne, was the daughter of Col. 
Dominick Browne of Castle MacGarrett, Co. Mayo and of his 
wife Elizabeth Martyn, daughter of Oliver Martyn of Tulira. 

It is recorded in Jackson’s “ Goldsmiths and their Marks ”’, 
p. 705, through Mr. Dudley Westropp’s notes, and is the piece 
from which the example of the mark is taken. From the fact 
of its containing an impression of the Seal of Innocent XII 
it can be dated with probability between 1691 and 1700 when 
he was Pope—a point of some importance, as without such 
evidence it is exceedingly difficult to date these early provincial 
pieces within ten years. 

As far as is known, there exists only one other example of plate 
bearing the same mark: the silver mounts of a sword until 
recently in the possession of the City of Galway.

bowl of fine grain and rich colour, the rim with broad silver-gilt 
band, plain on the inside; the outside decorated with borders 
of dotted ornament, the lower part with a belt of indented type 
and a double moulding with regular intersections. The band 
is inscribed with an Old English couplet written in Gothic letter, 
the words intersected with trefoil flowers : 
“QUOD WELE WARE HYM YAT WYSTE IN WHOME YAT HE MYGHT 
TRYSTE ”’ 
(Well 1s it for him who knows in whom he may trust) 
English, circa 1470, 641n. diam., unmarked 

The Mazer has been mounted, between circa 1600-1630, 
with a foot which is decorated with three recurving scrolls in 
relief, resting on a wide outspread base with knulled border. 
At the same period the original print from the centre of the 
bowl appears to have been removed; and another, engraved 
with a crest surrounded by foliage mantling, put in its place 


The crest on the print in the bowl of the Mazer is that of the 
family of Lee, Baronets of Ditchley and Quarfendon (on a 
column encircled by a ducal coronet, a falcon preying upon a 
bird's leg erased, now one of the crests of Lee-Guinness). 

This Mazer in form greatly resembles the Cromwell Mazer 
in the Victoria and Albert Museum, except that the latter bears 
no inscription. Both belong to the second of the three groups 
into which British Mazers are usually divided—characterised 
by shallow bowls and mounts of an unusual depth. The bands 
of Mazers of this group, particularly of the present example, 
show Gothic silver work at its zenith. 

On many Mazers there are no inscriptions, but when these 
occur they are more often Latin than in English. For example 
in Mr. St. John Hope’s “ English Mediaeval Drinking Bowls 
called Mazers ’’, 1887, forty-six examples are described, and of 
these only five (Nos. 8, 9, 12, 22 and 38) bear contemporary 
inscriptions in English. 

In recent times the Temple Newsam Mazer has been hidden 
away, and so far as we can discover, it is not recorded in any 
modern work of reference. We now present its history for 
the first time. 

We find that Whitaker, in his ‘‘ Loidis and Elmete Sa LOG: 
on p. 138, refers to the discovery at Temple Newsam of a cup 
believed by him to date from the time of the Templars and 
bearing an inscription by which he was puzzled. The cup is 
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also referred to on p. 48 of a pamphlet on Temple Newsam by 
S. D. Kitson, F.S.A., and Edmund D. Pawson, published last 
year, but apart from mentioning that it was supposed to have 
been dug up (which is clearly not the case), and stating whose 
crest it bears (see ante), they give no further indication of its origin 
or history. 

Temple Newsam was inherited by Lord Halifax through his 
aunt, Mrs. Meynell Ingram, to whose husband it had descended 
from his grandmother, Elizabeth Ingram, daughter and co- 
heiress of Charles Ingram, 10th Viscount Irwin. This lady’s 
ancestor, Henry Ist Viscount Irwin, married Lady Essex 
Montagu, daughter of Edward, 2nd Earl of Manchester, the 
Parliamentary Commander, whose fourth wife, Elinor Wortley, 
was the widow of Sir Henry Lee, Bt. (d. 1631), whose crest the 
Mazer may be assumed to bear. It is interesting to note that 
through his mother, née Lady Agnes Courtenay, Lord Halifax 
is himself a direct descendant of Sir Henry Lee. (A contem- 
porary portrait of Elinor, Lady Lee, afterwards in succession 
Countess of Sussex, of Warwick and of Manchester, was pre- 
served at Ditchley, and appeared as Lot 87 in the sale of the 
Ditchley Pictures in these Rooms on May 24th, 1933 ; her will 
and settlements show her to have been possessed of fine jewellery 
and plate which she left among relatives.) 

The very interesting inscription round the rim, which is not 
found on any other Mazer, can be identified (with the exception 
of “ quod ”’=“ quoth”, “ quotha”, introducing a quotation) 
as the opening couplet of an early English song on true and false 
friendship. The same lines, with two others, appear in Royal 
MS. 17.B.XLVII at the British Museum ; and what seems to be 
the complete text of twelve lines is preserved, with full con- 

' temporary musical setting, in the early 15th Century “ Howard 
de Walden” MS. at the University Library, Cambridge (Add. 
5943, No. 4).
